APFAIRS WITH SPAIN. 

THE awkward and embarraffed fitua- 
tion in which this country has been p’ac- 
ed, in relation to Spain, bas excited much 
attention in every part of the union, and 
has induced us to attempt a recapitulation 
of fome of the leading aéts of our admin- 
iftration, which have contributed to bring 
us into this fituation, 


In the year 1802, a convention was ne- 
gotiated between the court of Spain and 
our minifter Mr. Pinckney, in whichit was 
flipulated, on the part of Spain, that refi- 
tution fhould be made to our merchants 
lor, {poliations committed upon our com- 
metce by the Spaniards, during the laft 
war. One condition of the convention 
was that it fhould be ratified, on the part 
of the United States, within twelve months. 
Ilaving been duly figned, it was immedi- 
ately fent to the prefident of the United 
States. The firft that was publicly known 
of the exiftence of this convention, fo in- 
terefting to the commerce of our country, 
was about the middie of November lait , 
and then, ftrange as it may feem to thofe 
not weli verfed in the fecrets of democra- 
cy,, not divulged by the government but 
through the medium of chis Gazette.— 
Having learned (not from an eaftern Ser- 
ator, as has been afferted in one of Mr. 
Jefferfon’s prints, but direétly from Eu. 
rope) that fuch a convention exifted and 
had been kept a profound fecret by the ad- 
miniftration for twelve months, we called 
loudly upon the government to lay it be- 
fore the Senate that it might be aed up- 
or, and that our fuffering merchants might 
know. what protcftion they were to exped 
from the goveroment. After a great deal 
of prevarication and contradiétion on the 
part of the governmental prints, one day 
denying, that any convention had been ne- 
guiiated between the two poweis ; anoth- 
er, affirming that thougha convention had 
been negotiated, it related merely to the 
}.*..its of territory, and had nothing to do 
with commerce ; on the third, confefling 
that fuch a convenvon as we defcribed had 
been executed in Spain and fent to the 
prefident, and atiempting to juftify his 
condu&t in withholding it a whole year 
from the Senate and the couutry ; then de. 
nying that it had been wiahheld, and de- 
claring that it had, more than a year be- 
fore, been laid be tore the Senate and aftu- 
ally reje@ed by the federalifls, who were

WHEAT UPON CLOVER. 


“4. T is a very common praétice with 
the Ex ghth Farmer, and it 1s becoming fo 
in Pennfylvania and fome other States, to 
turn in clover {ward near fowing ume, 
and fow wheat upon it, harrowing in the 
feed. This faves the expence of one or 
two ploughings, and gives alfo one cut- 
ting of grafs, or half a fummer’s pafturage ; 
while the wheat crop is rather better than 
it would be were the fame land tallowed. 
The clover by covering the ground pre- 
vents the fun from exhaufling its flrength, 
and when turned in full of fap mzkes a 
rich, though not lafling manure. It the 
clover be flout, and the flovter the better, 
it fhouid be rolled down, and rolled the 
fame way the plough is to go, that it may 
be the better covered. The clover il 
large and thick, as it may almoft any where 
be made by the Plaifler of Paris, deftroys 
noxious weeds, and by piercing and filling 
the ground with its roots, renders it as mel- 
low as fallowing would do, This mode 
of culture is earnefily recommended tothe 
trial of Conncfticut Farmers. If coubt- 
fal, their experiments may be upona {mail 
fcale at firft.

+ As public journalifts, ic becomes our 
éuty to record one of the mofl calamitous 
and diftrefling events which has occurred

FRENCH TRIAL. 
FROM JOURNAL DEX TRIBUNAUX. 


JACQUIS ‘NOTTIER, dn invalid, 


aged 25, having Jolt bis right leg in the 
fervice of the republic, appeared on the 
16th Veniole, before the criminal tribu- 
nal of the department of the Seine, accu- 
fed of having married within the lait cight 
months, three different women, Maria 
Debaud,) Maria Bertrand, and Louifa 
Perrani, who'were all prefent and proved

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and oth municipalities of Paris. During 
the trial it came out, that the prifoner had 
made it for years a regular pragtice to mar- 
ry a new wile, wherever he went with his 
regiment ; and to the knowledge of his 
own brother he had already 14 French 
wives alive, befides one Italian, one Swifs, 
and two Dutch women who had been mar- 
ried to him in thofe countries, when in 
gurifon, or encamped there. Betore he 
was eighteen he had been divorced, accord- 
ing to the laws of the republic, from 
five wives, not included in the above 
number, by whom te had. fix: children ; 
and the three wives now before the tribu- 
nal all declared themfelvesto be ina {flate 
of pregnancy by him. Being efked by 
the public accufer if he had many child- 
ren with the other women not prefent, 
though known to be married to him ? he 
anf{wered cooly, ** Lhad at leaft one with 
ezch woman, and I believe that I have as 
many children alive as I can count years.”’ 
He oftered to give the names and places of 
refidence of as many wives as he could re- 
member to have married ;—and gave the 
names of eleven in eleven different depart- 
ments. To gain time to inquire af. 
ter thefe women, the commi(flary of gov- 
ernment propofed, and the tribunal’ con- 
fented, to put off his trial until the 6ch of 
Germinal, on which day, eight of thofe 
women, each with a child, came before 
the tribunal, and identified their faithlefs 
hnfband, who had theimpudencetodeclare, 
that if he had been Grand Sultan, he 
fhould have kept them ai! with the fame af- 
leGtion. After atrial of three hours, he 
was found guilty of Ligamy, and con- 
demned to be punifhed with a fortnight’s 
imprifonment, and to regard Anna Varois, 
whom he had married nine years ago, as 
his only wile. To this he refufed to af. 
fent, faying, that inflead of punifhmentr, 
he deferved a reward ; and that many per- 
fons had been made members of the !e. 
yion of honor tor lefs patriotic deeds than 
his, and that he intended to petition th- 


his own wefe from among his own wives.
